Mr. Oberlander has Just returned 
from a hunting trip to the Llllooet dig- < 
trlct. 1 

In the first place he thought, a small 1 
license fee of about $2 should b^ lmpos- 1 
ed upon resident hunters. In no place 
In which he had tracked big game— 1 
and he had hunted in East Africa, In¬ 
dia, Wyoming and In various parts of 
Europe—was there no resident fee. 
Non-resident licenses, he said, should 
be raised from $50 to $100. By these 
means the government would recfelve | 
additional revenue for. the employment 
of deputy game wardens, who were 
sorely needed, as the great hunting 
ground of British Columbia whs not 
sufficiently patrolled. These deputy 
wardens, besides preventing a useless 
and wanton slaughter of animals by 
miners and others, should also be given 
the duty of laying strychnine for coy¬ 
otes and other beasts on which bounty 
had been proclaimed. .Every ten dol¬ 
lar’s worth of strychnine, said Mr. 
Oberlander. would save the govern¬ 
ment one thousand dollars In bounty. 
The Bohemian hunter had even taken 
the trouble of poisoning with strych¬ 
nine every carcas he had been unable 
to remove during his recent hunting 
trip In the Llllooet district, thus prob¬ 
ably destroying dozens of copotes and 
other undesirable Inhabitants of the 
woods. Asked If his act of poisoning 
carcases might not wipe off a few' In¬ 
dians, some of whom are not averse to 
carrying to their wigwams and dead 
body of an animal they might chance 
to find In their wanderings, Mr. Ober¬ 
lander said that there was little danger, 
Ms the coyotes demolish every carcass 
within twenty-four hours of the ani¬ 
mal’s demise. As an instance of this 
he cited a case In which he had felled 
a fine specimen of deer late one after¬ 
noon. Just as dusk was falling. Being 
desirous of forwarding the skin to the 
Irfiperlal Vienna Museum, he resolved 
to leave the animal until the morrow, 
when the light would be better, but 
next morning found the deer more than 
half eaten and a lynx seated on the 
carcass partaking of his morning meal. 

Every non-resident hunter, said Mr. 
Oberlander, brought several hundred 
dollars Into -the province, but if the 
big game was exterminated, as It as¬ 
suredly would be In a few years unless 
prompt measures aganst this danger 
were enforced, British Columbia would 
lose this reveitue. The game, he said, 
was a great part of the wealth of this 
province, and were the game removed, 
one of the greatest tourists attractions 
of this province would disappear. 

At* present, he said, the game pre¬ 
serves were only pointed out to non¬ 
resident hunters, but resident hunters 
and Indians pretended to know nothing 
of them, and there were insufficient 
game guardians to protect these pre¬ 
serves.

The Canadian opened by stating that 
Canada owned ninety per cent, of the 
pulpwood of the world. “But." he con¬ 
tinued. “we do not want peanut politics 
nor pulpwood m< 2 n/LJind.-the vast audi¬ 
ence, chiefly Americans, cheered him to 
the echo. _ % 

There were six thousand’ men present 
in the Immense hall. The great, red- 
bearded Canadian, with the piercing blue 
eyes, stoptL- up to speak, but before he 
was allowed to commence seventy Cana¬ 
dians who Were In the audience, Mr. 
Brace among them, stood up together 
and sang the national song of Canada, 
“The Maple Leaf Forever.” while the six 
thousand Americans sat in wonder. 

Sir. Macdonald said he had heard & 
good deal of the United States Judges, 
their lawyers, their governors, but when 
their newspapers were mentioned they 
laughed. Ho came to them as a news¬ 
paper man. 

Speaking of laws, he said that they 
were not made, they were discovered. In 
Canada the power was with the people, 
and the people stood for good govern¬ 
ment. "This convention," he said, “ought 
to stand for greatness, not measured by 
wealth, but by the Intelligence of the 
cltisens." He advised all young men to 
go Into politics, to take an active part In 
the government of the country, and to 
stand for pure politics. 

Another Interesting event of the con¬ 
vention was the singing of the British 
National Anthem when Ambassador 
Bryce rose to address the first meeting. 
Few of the people down there knew the 
words that to Canadians are so familiar, 
but they hummed'the tune and came in 
at the end with “God Save the King."

Twice 
William Jennings Bryan spoke, his sec¬ 
ond subject being "Christ in the Life of 
Man."

SCENES IN ENGLAND 


Villagers Who Speak in Unknown 
Tongues-Miraculous Heal¬ 
ing Powers Claimed. 


Strange things are going forward on 
Merrington Green, which lies some¬ 
where at the baqk of beyond, In the 
caunty of Shropshire, England. Peo¬ 
ple from the surrounding villages are 
being saved—almost against their wills, 
so the superstitious say. Cloven ton¬ 
gues are appearing above the heads of 
the anoAted, and other weird and won¬ 
drous signs are being made manifest. 

Merrington lies eight miles from 
Nowhere, and the winds of heaven and 
the rains thereof make it as difficult 
and unpleasant a place as possible for 
you to And, says a correspondent in a 
London exchange. But the stories I 
had heard overnight in the bar-parlor 
Of my hotel gt Shrewsbury — of the 
strange goings on on the green—made 
me determined to reach the place if I 
had to charter an.expedition. These 
stories, amongst others more fearful^ 
and horrific, stated that a soft of Ife- 
dal revival was going on in a tent on 
the green; that at the head of it was 
a Mr. J. Wesley Baker, who had gone 
there some time ago In charge of a 
gipsy mission; that, in addition to con¬ 
verting the heathen, he had converted 
the / innocent villagers as well, who. 
since the salutary process, had sudden¬ 
ly taken to speaking in divers strange 
tongues, and rolling on the groufffc. 
much to the dlvertisement of those who 
resisted salvation. All of which only 
made me more determined to get to 
Merrington Green and see and hear for 
myself. 

Long and Perilous Journey. 

It was a long and perilous Journey 
through the wooded heart of Shropshire 
hnd the rain descended and the floods 
came and the winds blew, but 1 was 
not to be turned from my purpose, and 
presently, when there was no more 
strength in me. I achieved Merrlngloh. 
The green I could see nowhere, nor 
could I see any enthusiasts rapturously 
lying In the mud, as I had bbert falsely, 
led to expect, .. 

I found, however, a yoke! who very 
kindly offered to take me to the scene 
of action. On the way he told me more 
strange stories, so that my curiosity 
was whetted, and I bade him hurry. As 
his stories weje so wonderful I asked 
him If he had really seen what he told 
me. He said ho had not. and added 


on a piece of windy high land. 

The Tent and Its Occupants. 

It was a curious, tunnel-shaped con¬ 
traption, apparently wood-ribbed and 
covered with some waterproof canvas, 
and capable of accommodating some 
200 people at a squeeze. A pretema- 
turaliy solemn parrot guarded the en¬ 
trance, but of a naturally reckless dis¬ 
position I outmanoeuvred him, pushed 
open the low door, and tip-toed. As 1 
enterecf an elderly woman was saylftf 
"Golla wolla, golla wolla” with great 
fervor and frequei ry. and I hastily 
tobk the nearest seat I could find. 
There were present only about 15 or 1C 
people, but I learnt afterwards that It 
was only a small prayer meeting in be¬ 
tween the big services. 

Of their fervency and sincerity I have 
no doubt. It shone like a lambent thing’ 
In their countenances. One of the 
middle-aged men was down on his 
knees and praying — praying like a 
mountain torrent in flood-time. The 
others as they listened writhed 
about In splHtual agony, and cried 
aloud for heavefl to Hear them. 

Then Mr. Baker himself began to 
speak. He Is a pleasant-looklng. 
frletidly-eyed mah. with a shock of 
greying hair and a voice that can be 
heard in the uttermost corners of the 
tent. He looks magniflcerttly healthy, 
and he spoke with lusty energy. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Baker refer¬ 
red somewhat painfdlly to those who 
came there in curiosity, and he hoped 
that some other motive would soon 
rbring them thar* . 

Mr. Baker's Declaration. 

Before leaving I had a private con¬ 
versation with Mr. Baker, who seemed 
to be quite friendly disposed toward 
me. He said that he had been On the 
green quite a long time, but that the 
Spirit had only entered into them since 
June. It was a bright Sunday morn¬ 
ing. said Mr. Baker, and It came 
after we had been ploughing our Way 
through dense darkness. Then nine 
people commenced to pray at once. 
There Was a great outburst of Joy at 
the evening meeting: 42 people prayed 
for two hours at once. It was glorioui: 
all the unconverted In the tent were 
converted that night. Sometimes when 
the meeting Is a big one yhu will hear 
a dosen languages being spoken; often 
It is Hebrew, I can interpret it literally. 

‘Then U is in unknown tongues. The 
gplrlt interprets it for me, for I have 
the power, of discernment And can in¬ 
terpret strange tongues. 6n6e one of 
the brethren commenced to speak in a 
strange, new tongue, and a gentleman 
fkrmw who was present, and who has 
been in Japan, told me that It was pure 
Japanese. He was sneaking lately, too. 

The Gift of Healing.

COALING THE U. 8. FLEET. 

The question of coaling the Atlantic 
fleet on Its cruise to the PSclflc has 
excited much Interest in shipping elr* 
cleg, says the New York correspondent f 
of the Shipping Gasette. President ) 
Roosevelt's offer to pay American 50 [ 
per cent, more than English colliers [ 
for his cruising coal I* described as | 
‘ generous.*’ but many ask. Is it? It I 
seems a case where the administra¬ 
tion should be Just before it is gener¬ 
ous. and to decide that the smartest, 
'cutest, most hustling people on earth 
need an advantage of only 50 per cent, 
over foreign rivals, is most unjust. 
Why. jo A at the tariff! Adrhe of Its 
duties are 20\ per cent. How. then, can 
struggling American coal transports 
expect to do anything but founder with 
only 50 per cent.? Resides, as the 
spokesman for American shipping In¬ 
terests (and their own pockets^ 
quentijr pointed but to the president, 
the terror of the American fleet t A’.for¬ 
eign nations will be much Impaired if 
they see the American admiralty car¬ 
rying coal for the American battle¬ 
ships in anything but American bot¬ 
toms. The Evening Post of New York, 
commenting upon this matter, sayff 
"We hope that a Republican president 
Is not going to admit that any price 
can be too high for Americans to pay, 
provided they pay it to Americans, In 
American money, for American goods, 
and In order to make Americans look 
like fools." After all, only one Ameri¬ 
can steamship company—the American 
Hawaii—has accepted the offer of Pres¬ 
ident Roosevelt, to pay as much as 50 
per cent, more than the bid of foreign¬ 
er* for transporting the coal for the 
battleship fleet that Is to be sent to 
the Pacific. The company offered to 
transport 21,000 tons on Its steamer, 
the Virginia, at the rate of |8 per 
ton. But as the capacity of the Vir¬ 
ginia Is less than 10 per cent, of the 
amount pf cdai needed for the cruise, 
foreign vessels, chiefly British, will

MONSTER NAVAL GUNS. 

The two Brazilian battleships build¬ 
ing In England are. to have four 18.5- 
Inch guns each. The order for the two 
was booked by the Elswlck firm, and 
the building of one was sub-let to 
Vickers’, of Barrow-in-Furness, who 
are also building the propelling mjiphin- 
ery for both, which is to be of the Im¬ 
proved reciprocating type, and of 23,000 
LH.P. 

It has been known for some time 
that guns of this remarkable size Wefe 
being constructed, but the British ad¬ 
miralty were credited with the Jnten : 
tlon of placing them on their neW 
Dreadnoughts. Whatever is their in¬ 
tention, the information is to hafld 
that the Brasilians are to have fbur 
each, which will be mounted in a great 
central barbette, and so arranged that 
the Are of all of them can be directed 
fore or aft or on either broadside. Thli 
means that the vessels will have to 
be very strongly constructed to stand 
such a very heavy shock when they are 
discharged. 

It is not yet known what the other 
guns are to be. 

The vessels are to have a displace¬ 
ment of 21.000 tons, with a breadth of 
84 foet, and their length will be ex¬ 
ceptional. Th fit will thus be ahead of 
any other battleship of the Dread¬ 
nought type. Ipd when within firing

There has 
always been In his playing much that 
appealed strongly to the masses, which 
cannot but admire and applaud the 
audacity and ease with which he loops 
the loop of daslng, breakneck violin 
techniques. This side of his art was 
best revealed In the last number of his 
programme, the "Witches’ Dance" of 
Paganini. For sotne years there was 
little but this ease and brilliancy and 
perfection of technique In his playing. 
When he returned to this country two 
years ago. thore was a change for the 
better, which was duly and gratefully 
noted In these columns. 

"This better side of hla art he had 
a chance to further reveal last night 
In the Stndlng Goneerto, and In a 
Beethoven rnmamta and the "Havan- 
atso" of Salnt-Saens. There are great¬ 
er violin concertos than Slndlng’s, but 
most of them ai*e so hackneyed that It 
was a relief to hear this Norwegian 
music. Mr. Kubelik entered Into the 
spirit of It, subordinating the technique 
to the musical ejement. He wm en¬ 
thusiastically recalled, and gave 4s nr 
extra a movement from the BaChi£tu(e 
for violin alone.* 4

•pie birthday of Joseph Howe was 
celebrated last nightly a gathering of 
bluenoses in the lecture room of the 
First Presbyterian church. The hall 
was draped wlth^the national colors In 
front with a portrait of Howe as a 
centre piece. 

An appropriate address was heard 
from Rev. W. Leslie Clay, the speaker 
being introduced by Col. F. B. Gregory, 
who officiated as chairman. 

The address was an excellent one. 
Rev. Mr. Clay showing an apprecia¬ 
tion of the great work of Howe. He 
fallo wed Howe's career from the 
printer's case to the highest officer In 
the gift of the people of his province, 
and dw^elt eloquently upon some of the 
more stirring passages In his life. 

Joseph Howe, the lecturer stated, by 
his achievements and character held a 
conspicuous place among the makers of 
Canada. He said: “A statesman of 
the highest rank, a thinker Of rare in¬ 
dependence, an orator, a poet, a llter- 
ateur of vivid imagination, an editor 
who moulded and voiced the aspira¬ 
tions of a province, a prophet who saw 
visions of his country’* future great¬ 
ness. a patriot who gave himself body 
and soul to the realization of these 
visions, a wit, a genial companion, 
warm of heart, clear of head and clean 
of hand—all these and much more was 
Hon. Joseph Howe.” 

Howe was not permitted to enjoy a 
college education. The great fund of 
knowledge with which his wonderful 
mind was stored was gathered through 
his own inclination to study. Inspired 
by the atmosphere of the times In 
which he lived. He owed much to his 
father from whom his educational 
training was in large measure received. 

Mr. Clay outlined the early years of 
young Howe, alluding to the fact that 
at thirteen years of age he had begun 
the serious work of life by Joining the 
rtaff of the Royal Gazette as a printer. 
During the next ten years the future 
statesman by reading much and writ¬ 
ing a little laid the foundation of that 
masterly style which afterwards gave 
to state documents from his pen the 
raciness nnd fascination of Action. His 
| poem on “Melville Island." once a mili¬ 
tary prison In the northwest arm of 
Halifax harbor, was written at that 
early period and attracted general at¬ 
tention. 

From the time when Howe pur¬ 
chased the Nova Scotlah he commenced 
his campaign for reform, for respon¬ 
sible govemmept and release from the 
then prevailing system of a govern- 
i ment for the few and by the few, a 
condition Intolerable to a man of 
Howe's Independent mode of thought 
and wide sympathies. The feeling of 
discontent, against existing conditions 
had been daily growing and Howe, In 
the columns of the Nova Scotian, threw 
himself into the movement for reform 
with an enthusiasm and effectiveness 
which ultimately was crowned with 
complete success, but not until his 
political enemies had done their utmost 
to overcome him. 

ffts triumphant acquittal on a 
charge of criminal libel, which He* de¬ 
fended himself, was a notable victory 
and resulted In his being elected to the 
house of assembly to represent the c’ty 
and county of Halifax. At once he 
took a leading part In debate, showing 
a vast and accurate knowledge, splen¬ 
did courage. Indomitable energy and a 
rare diplomacy. His most notable 
achievement during the first session 
was the proposing of a series of twelve 
resolutions setting forth the grievances 
of the people and securing their adop¬ 
tion. and thfelr transmission as part of 
an address to the crown. 

With characteristic foresight Howe, 
from the very first, recognized the Im¬ 
portance of railroads for the province. 
It was due to his efforts that the very 
year In- which responsible government 
was secured the line for a railroad was 
surveyed from Halifax to Windsor. 
Ho.we was sent to England to interest 
the people of the old country in the 
resources of the colony and he suc¬ 
ceeded so well that, ^financial support 
was forthcoming and ultimately, the I. 
C. R. was commenced. "** 

As an evidence of Howe’s farsighted¬ 
ness and belief in the future greatness 
of British North America, and par¬ 
ticularly of the West, his words at a 
meeting at Halifax at this time seemed 
almost inspired 1 . He a&id: 

“Throwing aside the more bleak and 
Inhospitable regions, we have a mag¬ 
nificent country between Canada and 
the Pacific, out of which five or six 
noble provinces may be formed, larger 
than any we have and presenting to 
the hand of Industry, and to the eye 
of speculation, every variety of soil, 
climate and resources. With such a 
territory as this to overrun, organize 
and Improve, think you that we shall 
stop even at the western bounds of 
Canada? Or even at the shores of the 
Pacific? 

“Vancouver island, with its vast coal 
measures, lies beyond. The beautiful 
islands of the Pacific and the growing 
commerce of the ocean are beyond. 
Populous China and the rich East are 
beyond; and the sails of our children’s 
children will reflect as familiarly the 
sunbeams of the south as they now 
brave the angry tempests of the North. 
I believe that many in this room will 
'live to hear the whistle of the steam 
engine In the passes of the Rocky 
mountains and to make the journey 
from Halifax to the Pacific In five or 
six days.** 

The address \was listened to with 
marked attention. 

Letters of regret were received from 
Sir Charles Htbbert Tupper and others.

The Juvenile court has become part 
of the equipment of every progressive 
qlty. The fundamental reason for this 
is that everybody perceives the Im¬ 
portance of saving society's boys. The 
growth of the boys* club Idea has the 
same significance. The boy problem 
has created a mass olf modern litera¬ 
ture, ranging all the way from pon¬ 
derous tomes like President G. Stan¬ 
ley Hall’s "Adolescence” to the mod¬ 
est volumes of experimentalists In 
this field. An ancient ^etory. which 
goes deeper than many ‘'-modern book^ 
Upon the boy problem ,ls the Old Tes¬ 
tament’s narrative of the boy Samuel. 

Not only because It suggests the In¬ 
fluences which shape a boy's destiny— 
and thus, In turn, mould a nation—but 
also because it is one of the most de¬ 
lightful Idylls In the Inspired collec¬ 
tion of great tales, this story of Sam¬ 
uel is worth studying. There is little 
essential difference between a boy of 
three thousand years ago and a boy 
of to-day. Like the "Old-time re¬ 
ligion." of which the evangelists sing, 
what was good for Samuel In Shiloh 
Is good for boys In this Western world 
which was undreamed of In his day. 

A Mother's Dreams. 

Back of the story of Samuel lies the 
story of Hannah, his pious mother, the 
favorite wife of his father. But, alas, 
she was In bitterness of soul because 
she had no children; and the other 
wife, more fortunate, made life for her 
a torment, such as Hi only possible in 
an Oriental home where two women 
divide . one man’s love. Upon one of 
the annual pilgrimages to Shiloh, Han¬ 
nah vowed that If Jehovah would give 
her a son she would dedicate the child 
to his service. 

Every mother dreams dreams for 
her boys—sometimes dreams so lofty 
that she dare not articulate them to 
herself, much lees to anybody else. But 
underlying every other ambition of a 
noble mother Is. the desire that her 
son may be a good man. With the 
deep Instinct of a maternal heart, she 
perceives that all other successes are 
vain, apart from a true character. It 
.used to be the common prayer of the 
Women of Chrlsterfddm ^hat their boys 
might enter the gospel ministry; per¬ 
haps that this hA« gone out of fashion 
Is one reason why there is such a 
dearth of candidates for the sacred 
calling.

The Boy In Church. 

This Is a story of a boy who lived I 
his life In and about a church. Per- j 
haps that may militate against the ! 
present day attractiveness of It; yet [ 
Samuel was by no means a "goody- 
goody" boy. a milksop or a molly¬ 
coddle. The type Is rightly sneered at 
to-day. This sentiment, however may 1 
become too sweeping. There is a spirit I 
of reaction against church-going for 
children manifest to-day, and this is 
one ot the dangerous trends of the 
time.
